W hy 
ere we thus compeled to suffer from 
onr friends? W^ko has not suffered 
from the man wha when yon meet 
him, bolds yonr hand as if it were a 
pomp-liandle for ten minutes and will 
not let go? Wlio has not stiffened 
from that oilier who will not hold on 
St all I ut allows yon to do the shak- 
ing process for him? Who does not 
kn>«' the roan who simply seizes yonr 
hand to throw it violently away from 
him ill apparent fury? Who does not 
(r-rr the sort of H|>asmodic hand-shaker 
who pushes yon backward and for- 
ward to him and away front him. as if 
be were s.vwing you )ier]iendicularly 
through? Who does not try to shun 
the man who works your arm around 
ns if you were a barrel organ? Who 
is unacquainted with tbe man with the 
dummy hand who. as a rule, will not 
wear gloves? Why must we shake 
hands with him? 

yet we all do It; we dislike it; we 
dislike it very much, even; he sees wo 
dislike it, that it is positively distaste- 
fnl to IIS; yet, meet him to-morrow, 
and out comes his hand once more to 
engulf your own, and make yon wish 
you had gone wherever you weregoinjr 
by another ronte.

to do at the present moment Tbe 
historian who is pleased to date tlie 
conimencement of band-shaking in 
pl.ice of osrtilatioa and embracing 
about Henry IL’s time is. perhaps, in 
eiTor. as it is more probable the close 
embrace of acquaintances began to 
be discontinnod later on. jierhape 
when tobacco was first introdnred into 
this c mntry. This certainly seems a 
probable surmise, as even in our pres- 
i-ui year of grace a roan who lias been 
smoking a cheap cigar or a rank pipe 
is certainly not tbe most cmbraceabic 
olj-ct in the world; and only think

Meanwhile, you stand with the can- 
vas poised above your head before a 
"liw.*. and fondly imagine, if you arc 
at all inclinei to believe, that the can- 
vas is the original one, and th.at trick- 
ery is out of the n iiestion. 

••Now,” says the medium, ‘^iist 
hold the frame very steady for a mo- 
ment, so ns not to disturb the spirit 
artist, who is one of the old school 
and who will reproduce a most valua- 
ble ancient painting for you.” 

You hold the frame firmly, .and look 
steadily into the dimly-lighted mirror.

'Jhe tipping discloses the paint- 
ing in .such a way that it looks like a 
long, dark streak on the canvatt.

lest it be moved too Last, and dispel 
the illusion. The effect of this, in the 
dim reflection of the mirror, is to make 
tlie painting appear to develop from 
the black streak first seen. To the sub- 
ject, the illusion appears perf -ct, and 
the cbc.ap print chroroo thus developed 
seems to the awed imagination a gen- 
uine work of arL 

To make the trick even more im- 
pressive the medium sometimes places 
a tonrh of phosphorus in the center cf 
the caiiva.s which naturally attracts 
the attention and is watched with 
bated kreath during the process of de- 
vclopmcnL 

Another system mediums have of 
producing these art treasures is a 
chemical process kiiow-n to few. A 
ipicturc is painted and is then sized 
over with this peculiar chemical mixt- 
ure. If an artist were to examine 
the canvas he would say tli.at it had 
simply been prime>l. When it is 
desired to produce tlie spirit-painting 
the canvas is nibbed with a sponge 
dampened in a liqtii-l which cats off 
the white priming and exixiscs. the 
pictnre a.s fresh as when painted. 
This can be done on a wall as w-e!l a.s 
on canv.-is. and it is in this way that 
spirit-paintin;^ on walls are produced. 
Mm<-. Diss Debar “|>aints” most of her 
spirit-pictures in this manner. The 
secret of the chemical preparation 
used is carefully giianlcd by those 
who know it. — N. 1'. World.

SIGNALS BY TELEGRAPH. 
— 

Seadiax Tht-m Orer 7.000 Miles of Wire 
In n Fraction ol m Second. 

The recently-announced claim of a 
telegraphic circuit of over ton thou- 
sand miles, surpassing all previous 
experiments, is somewhat misleading. 
Many efforts at loug-oircuit work have 
occurred during the past few voar.s, 
the distance varying from 1600 to 
8 1<X) miles. 

It is a matter of considerable pride 
to the old oiieralors of tbe Wesicrii 
Union Telegraph Company in San 
Francisco that the feat of tr.-tnsmitting 
clock signals through 7,200 miles of 
line and talking directly through that 
same line has never been equaled. The 
occasion of this feat was tlie tele- 
graphic determination of the differ- 
ence of longitude in time between the 
I United States Coa.sl Survey Station in 
' San Francisco and the observatory of 
, the H.-irvard University at Cambridge 
in the yonr 1869. In order to deter- 
mine the time of transmission of a sig- 
nal either from the clock (or from the 
operator’s key) over the given length 
of the line of 3,600 miles, three dif- 
ferent methods were devisetl 
One ol these was original with Prot 
George Davidson, who had charge of 
the observations. Through the liber- 
ality of die nianngement of tbe West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, a 
double circuit of line was loo|>cd at 
Cambridge, so that there extended 
from the San FrancLtco Observatory 
3.600 miles to Cambridge, and the re- 
tnru from Cambridge by a somewhat 
different route of nearly equal leng'b. 
The two 'varths” xfere umler the San 
Francisco Observatory, distant front 
each other iittt more than ten feel. 
The line was first opened by an oper- 
ator in tbe observatory, and when the 
last connection was made at Cam- 
bridge the San Francisco operator was 
considerably astonished to get his own 
message back within one second of 
time. 

llien the astronomical break-circuit 
clock was thrown into line and made 
its first bi-enk on a pen recording upon 
a revolving cylinder of ]iaper in the 
San Francisco Obsen atory, and after 
this break had traversed the line to 
Cambridgc.it returned and m.-vde a 
break upon a second pen moving par- 
allel with tbe former in about eight- 
tenths of a second of liitic. Tliis w as 
continued every second for several 
minutcA and was repealed upon sev- 
eral nigbls, and when one of the 
twelve batteries in this long circuit 
was removi-d the wave length liiitc 
was reduced to only sixiv-five hun- 
dredths of a second Convoraalion 
was, of course, carried on at ll\ same 
rate of speciL This feat over a line 
7.200 aiilcj in length has been nil- 
rivaled up to the present time, both as 
a practical working exhibit and n 
scientific .success. — San Franeieeo AUa. 



Soaking Dirty Clothes. 

After all our purpose in w.-tshing 
clolhes is to get out the dirt, and the 
more gently this is accomplished, the 
less injury is done to the fabric. Soak- 
ing in water dis-solves and loosens the 
dirt, and that this is accomplished is 
made evident by tbe dirtiness of the 
water in which the clothes have been 
soaked Those who will not draw 
dirt out by the gentle method of 
soaking, are compeled to use the 
harsher method of rubbing hard and 
brnsiiing; and they will even ciiiplny 
injurious alkalies in washing, in order 
to do that quickly which would have 
been better done if done slowly. If 
ihe praoUee of soaking the clothes 
were more nnivemally followetl, 
laundresses would not bo so strongly 
tempted to use lime and injurious 
washing prcjiarations as they arf now. 
Clothes Uial have been thoroughly 
'naked are half washed before Uie 
actual washing is commenced while 
the difference of color between cloth-* 
that are regularly soaked before wash- 
ing and those ihmt are not is most

When the twelfth Earl of Crawford 
was imprisoned in £<linhiirgh castle 
to restrain his recklessness and prodi- 
gality he left one cliilil, a daughter, 
who, linving no one whatever to look 
after her, receiveil not a scrap of edu- 
cation and was allowed to run about 
like a gypsy. Site cloi>cd with a com- 
mon crier and at one i>eriod of her life 
lived by mendicancy. Charles IL 
granted her a ;>on3ion of $500 a year, 
.hut, owing to her utter degeneracy, it 
proved iiiore iiurlfnl than beneficial. 
The male head of this family died in 
the year 1744, in the capacity of hostler 
in .m inn at KirkwaU. in the Oikney 
isIaniN. The estate had been dissi- 
pated hy the 'Sjicnthrifi eark” liis 
father, and with his iialrimony ho. 
Lord Lindsay, Earl of Crawford, 
b'liighf a sm.all property, on which ho 
ro.sidetl for some year.*, until through 
•adverse fort tine, this went too. aiHl to 
save liimse'f from slarvation ho was ;

The rlevclaiid I'lain Dealer has 
discovered that Republicans have 
now and then endeavored to kill 
an ••infant industry.’’ It says 
that in ••Ihe same overwlielmingly 
Republican House of Representa- 
tives, presided over by James G. 
Blaine, that passe<l a free salt bill 
by a more than threo-fourtlis vote, 
ihere was inlmdiiced on the same 
.March 13, 1ST!, a joint resolution 
to put coal on the free list. There 
was no hesitation aliout that meas- 
ure, either. By a vote of 130 to 
57 it was decided, s<j far as the 
House could do it, to almlish all 
iiniHirt duties on coal. Afsiin the 
Ohio Rejtubliran memljers were 
lound votiii" toiiether for this free 
trade measure to strike at the “in- 
fant industry” of <»hio coal min- 
ing. The .Senate objected, as a 
inattor of course, but in 1872 a 
bill iiassed both Houses reducin" 
the duty on coal from $1,25 to 75 
cents j>or ton. Where the Repub- 
licans of the House who pass^ a 
free coal measure in 1871 ‘Tree 
traderes”?

Mr. Authur T. Lyman, of (he 
great Hadley Manufacturing ('om- 
pany, Boston, and a prominent 
liepublican, has written a letter in 
which he favors the Mills Bill. He 
says theliepublicans now rufuse to 
aid in putting raw materials on the 
free li«t, and certainly in New En- 
gland free raw material has been 
considered as an element in protec- 
tion almost as essential as the duty 
on the manufactured article. From 
his business experience in both im- 
porting and manufacturing he is 
fully aware of the necessity of pro- 
tection for the maintenance of cer- 
tain manufactures, and he very 
much regret that the Republican 
party, with which he has acted 
from its beginning, has^ for politi- 
cal success, taken a position wliich 
he considers hostile in its practical 
efiects to the protected industries 
of Massachusetts. 

The Democratic members of the 
ways and means committee he 
says take broad and on the whole 
reasonable views of the tariff 
question, and while of course they 
look at the interest of the United 
States ns a whole, they do not ig- 
nore Ihe fact that many great in- 
dustries have grown up in this 
country tinder the high duties made 
necessary by the war of the reliel- 
lioii, and that it is only fair and 
proper that consideration should 
be paid to their existence and con- 
dition. Neither do they ignore the 
fact that the work people in the 
protected industries are very large- 
ly tnemliers of the Democratic 
partj*. Beside the consideration 
that his manutacturing interests 
have been put at needless risk bj’ 
Ihe partisan risk of the Republi- 
cans. he must also take into con- 
sideration the interest of (he 
whole country, in which we are 
all involved, and he can not feel 
it to be right to vote for any one 
who can honestly stand on the 
Republican platform. Most of 
the Republicans with whom he 
has sfKiken about it have told 
him that they had not read it. 
He can readly believe that it 
would lie disagreeable reading to 
republicans who in the past have, 
in all honesty, desired to have 
raw materials and foo 1 prmlucts 
on the free list. But the exigen- 
cies of practical politics have forc- 
ed the party into a false position 
as regards the tariff, and into 
many other unwise and danger 
ous relations in regard to the for- 
eign and domestic affairs of the 
country. There is practically no 
party in this country in favor of 
free trade in any reasonable sense 
of the term, and he says it is as 
unfair to call the Mills bill a free 
trade bill, as it is to say that the 
Republicans are in favor of free 
drinking of whisky, liecaiise the 
manufacturers of protecteil arti- 
cles have lor several years insist- 
ed that all internal taxes should 
lie taken off, in order that it 
should be im{)ossible to alter the 
duties on imports. M'hile the 
Mills bill is not a bill that wholly 
commends itself to Mr. Lyman, it 
is correct and for the intere.st of 
Massachusetts in many particulars 
noUibly in the matter of free wool. 
Every manufacturing country in 
the world of any consequence 
says Mr. Lyman, e.\ccpt the Unit- 
ed States, has wool on the free 
list.

The long ami tedious, though at 
limes animated and interesting discus- 
sion of the Mills tariff' hill which has 
occupied so much of the time of the 
House of Representatives has at last 
terminated, as far as the House is 
concerned, and that body will now be 
able lo devote its atteution to the nu- 
merous important measures which 
have been laid aside during the tariff 
discu'sion. Feveiity-oiie set speeches 
were made by the Democrats aud 
elghty-lbree by the Republicans dur- 
ing tlie deliate, and Hiese speeches 
houud logetlier make four large vol- 
umes. The bill uow goes to the Ben- 
ate, and Hiere is mucli conjecture as to 
tlie probable action by that body. 
There will of course not be as many 
speeches made as in the House, but as 
several of the Beuators have signified 
their determloations to have a' full 
discussion of the subject, It is likely 
that several weeks will be consumed 
iu speech making before the bill is 
reported by the committee. There is 
much conjecture among (lie friend.s 
of the hill as to the course to 
be pursued in the Benate, and while' 
some are of the opinion that no 
effort should he made to secure a 
vote iu the Senate, the prevailing sen- 
timent is ill favor of pressing the meas- 
ure to a vote, even though such a

The Sunday-School Convention of 
Tates Creek Association convened with 
the Baptist church at Richmond, Ky., 
Saturday, July 3$, iS88.

Cosby, Treasurer. 

The following Sunday-schools were re- 
ported : Richmond. Gilead, Buckeye, 

Forest Hill, Viney Fork, Union, Silver 
Creek, Tates Creek, Scaffold Cane, 
Drake’s Cretk, Mount Tabor, Waco, 
Hay’s Fork and Crab Orchard, with a 
total average attendance of eight hundred 
and seventy-five scholars and sixty-five 
officer* and teacher*. 

In behalf of the Suday-school at Rich- 
mond, Rev, J. F. Williams gave all dele- 
gates and visitors a hearty welcome to our 
midst. 

The subjects for discussion and the par- 
ticipants were a* follows : 

I. ‘'Condition of and Need* of Sunday- 
school Work in Tates Creek Association.” 

J. E. Cosby — “There are sixteen Sunday- 
schools in our Association, a few of them 
Union schools. The greatest need of 
these schools is for more brethren and 
sisters to be found at the altar of prayer. 
Other schools should be organized at des- 
titute points and supported by our ^■ealth- 
ier schools.” 

Rev. L. P. Jolinson — “W hat we need is 
more enthusiasm — more men who are 
willing to do active work.” 

Rev. J. G. Pond — am a half way 
believer in Union schools. Let the Bap- 
tists teach in other schools if they wish to; 
but let none but Baptists teach in our own 
schools. We need to turn these Union 
into Baptist schools.” 

Dr. J. W. Warder — “It is unquestion- 
ably a primary duty for every church to 
teach their children the truth at they be- 
lieve it. Teach them the truth as you be- 
lieve it.” 

a. “The Place of Missions in the Sun- 
day-schools. Rev. L. P. Johnson — “Mis- 
sions should hold an important place in 
our schools because, next to the fire-place, 
it it the best place to make Missionaries. 
The impression made upon a child in the 
Sunday-school will be lasting and we 
should impress them with the idea of 
missioDt.” 

Rev. Preston Blake— “The great aim in 
sending children to Sunday-school is lo 
teach them to do Christian work. Let 
them have a regular system of giving for 
Missionary work." 

Dr. Hamilton— “Have more Missonary 
music in itie Sunday-school. Teach the 
children to give to some particular thing — 
a Missionary for instance.” 

Dr. Warder— “I think tlie true way -is 
to have them to give for Christ’s sake and 
evangelization of the world. It is a 
good pUn to have a regular amount to 
give at stated times.” 

J. “Eastern Kentucky as a Mission 
Field." Dr. Warder — “This field cimUina 
tbirtr-six counties — about one-fourth of 
the Sute of Kentucky. A. large number 
of county towns have no Baptist church. 
Five rears ago we did not have ary 
church that was self-supporting, now 
there are several in a flourishing condi- 
tion. Capiul is being im-ested there and 
it will soon be an imporUnt place by 
reason of iU natural producU. No money 
invested in the South in the last five years 
has paid better than that in missions in 
Eastern Kentucky.”

PACTS FOR FARMERS. 

—A man’s character can be Judged 
pretty well by seelag him among his 
eowa 

—Make a set of harness lit properly 
and a horse can wear it without dis- 
treea prwvided that it is also kept de- 
cently clean and comfortably soft 
— An experienced breeder Of swine 
says that often when hogs are slng- 
gish and indifferent about eating, 
nothing in the worid ails them but the 
toothache. 

— To gorge an animal with food 
only serves to overwork the stomach 
in the attempt to digest more than it is 
really aUe ta and as a result much is 
avoided by tbe animal, and goes to 
waste. 

—An exc^ent mode of supplying 
supports for growing pea-vines is to 
have two or three strands of cord run- 
ning along the rowa It is cheaper 
than lath or pea sticks, and can be 
mere easily removed after pea-harvest 
is ready. 

— Farmers who keep sheep should 
not forget that wool is only a product 
of the sheep. The real profit to be 
derived is not so mnch from the wool 
as from the mutton and Iambs. Wool 
may be low and fail to give a profiL 
yet sheep and lambs may pay welL 
The sheep industry may bo profitable, 
even thongh but little demand exists 
for wool. 

' — The garden needs more manure. 
This fact should always be kept in 
mind, and every bit <f waste that is 
likely to have any valne, mechanical 
‘or otherwise, as mannre, should be 
_added to the heap. It is wonderful 
,what a lot of mannre may be got to- 
gether by those who keep this always 
^before them. 

> — Standard roses grafted on dog- 
.wood roots are hardy, and grow to a 
large size. They are app,arently ex- 
pensive at first, bat lake the form of a 
tree, bearing perpetually during the 
'summer. Use plenty of rich compost 
around them, and every spring scatter 
^ground bone around the tninka Grass 
,is injurious to rose bushes if it takes 
.possession of tbe pIoL 
, — It is a great mistake not to sow 
•grass seed enongh to secure a good 
-stand. A peck of clover seed and a 
•|>eck of timothy is not too much to 
‘sow on land in fair condition. Mach 
less wonld do if it all grew, but it will 
not and the birds will carry off some 
of it. It is far cheaper to pay a little 
extra for seed than to have weed 
palchcs all over the field to inflict a 
{loeilive damage by Uicir growth. 

• — For a permanent pasture use a 
‘variety of grasses. T^ kind best 
.adapted to the location will assert its 
superionty, and in time give a good 
reward. It is not advisable to turn 
•atock on a ]iernianent pasture until 
the ground shall have been well cov- 
ereiL Trampling injures the grass, 
while grnz'ng it too soon injures its 
vitality. At least three years should 
be allowed for growth before turning 
on stock. The greater the variety of 
grasses the thicker the growth and the 
better tbe pasture. 

—Sprouts which start from the limbs 
of apple trees after sawing off should 
bo pulled off during the months of 
July and August, as then the wounds 
heal over more quickly than at any 
other time of the year, while if they 
are left on until tbe follwing apring 
anil then taken off more new sprouts 
will put out to take their place. Tbe 
same with triiiiniing trees, June lieing 
I he liest time for the work and March 
the worst, as then the wounds billed 
freely and the bark below becomes 
thereby more or less disfigured and 
subjict to rot. 

RATS IN CELLARS. 

A New Torli Farmer T«1U Row to Cir« 
CMMiToat the KcMieatM. 

When a cellar is infested with rats 
it is always found that they obtain 
their entraiici nnder tbe cellar walls, 
or at least they mast have holes or 
passage-ways there to retreat to, and 
places there to buiTow. If not tliey 
very soon will abandon tbe premises. 
It is said that iu making an entrance 
they first dig down just outside of the 
w.-ills and nnder the bottom of iL into 
the cellar, and whatever holes they 
dig in tbe cellar are always to make 
p.-isssges under these walls instead of 
into I he earth uf any other part of the 
cellar bottom. Knowing this habit of 
theirs, then, one can m> build that tliey 
will not be able to get through under 
these walls, and then they will be 
most effectually excluded from "the 
cellar.” 

Tliis is e.xsily done by following 
what is also a most excelent ]>raclice 
in forming the foundations of these 
walls. After the eell.'ir is dug and the 
lines markeil where the wall is to 
stand, then dig a trench twenty inches 
or two feet deep and a little broader 
than the wall is to be, directly 
nnder where it is to stand 
Fdl this with small broken stones, 
say small as for a inacalamized road 
or what is better, break up those 
loose, flintstones in tbe trencli. enough 
to fill iL E ther of these will make a 
good abutment to construct the walls 
on. will act as a drain for the collar, 
if it Is needed and above all will 
prove imt>enetrable to the entrance of 
rats. They might dig down from the 
outside, as their enstora is, buL find- 
ing at tbe bottom of the walls tliis 
loose, broken stone, which they are 
unable to make a passage through, 
they will be obliged to stay onttide. 
ami the cellar will be practically *Yat 
IwooL ■’ 

But if the walls <o the bnildings 
one has were not msde as above, 
and tbe cellars are already infested 
with rats, they may be made nearly 
"rat proof’ in tbe following way: 
Dig a trench fifteen inches wide and 
eight or ten inches deep jnst insidei, at 
the bottom of the walls. Fill this two- 
thirds fall of the iwunded etones, and 
then with water-liese cement enough 
to be even with tbe cellar bottom and 
plastered a little way np from the bot- 
tom of the walls. *nii8 will prove so 
mnch of a barrier to the rata in trying 
lo get a passage under the walls again 
that they will doabtless abandon the 
premises . — JL fees, sn N. T. World.

We frequently have inquiries as to 
tbe best grape, and we always say the 
Concord, and that answer invariably 
brings a remonstranoa We recently 
gave the answer, and the remonstrance 
has come. Our correspondent says 
that we do wrong in recommending 
tbe Conaord. when there are other va- 
rieties that will do as wrell ••nnder 
favorable oondiUona" That is it ex- 
actly. But our correspondent does 
not say, and will nut s.-ty, that there 
is any variety that will do as 
well under all conditions. One 
of our subscribers asks tbe 
simple question. what variety of 
of grape had I better plant ? He gi res 
ns no information as lo the condi- 
tions We do not know whether hi 
will give the vine the best of a^teu- 
tion, or will neglect IL He docs not 
say whether or not be has ha 1 the 
slightest experience in grape growing. 
Now snppose we recomiuead an excel- 
ent variety under favorable condi- 
tions, sjul such oonditions do not 
exisL He tails in his enierpHte, as a 
matter of course. We can not take 
that responaibility. Cooseqaently we 
recommend the Ceneord that will 
stand a good deal of negleet and gen- 
eral nDfsrorable oondittens, and it is 
not a bad grape, either. A good Con- 
cord is a good grape. — Western 
SmrmL
